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NOTHER terrible calamity at sea is reported. The 
steamship Norge, from Copenhagen, with between 
seven hundred and eight hundred emigrants on board, ran 
upon Rockall Reef, off the coast of Scotland, in foggy 
weather and sank almost instantly. Several life boats were 
launched and sixty or seventy persons were saved by them, 
but over six hundred were drowned. This disaster involved 
the loss of more lives, it is reported, than ever before oc- 
curred from a single ocean wreck. The year 1904 has thus 
far been extremely prolific in accidents whereby large num- 
bers of persons have lost their lives, while conflagrations have 
raged, destroying millions of dollars worth of property. It 
may properly be termed the year of disasters. 





DIRECT consequence of the recent amendment to the 
A valued policy law of Mississippi, which makes the lat- 
ter apply to household and kitchen furniture, is the prepa- 
ration and promulgation of a form for use in dwelling policies 
by the Continental of New York. Specific insurances are 
made to cover upon a dozen or more divisions of property, 
and it is provided that the insurance on household and 
kitchen furniture shall not cover any of the other named 
articles. A mechanic’s permit, a kerosene oil stove permit, 
the lightning clause and the three-fourths value clause are 
also embraced in the form, and the Continental does not care 
for business which cannot be written under this specific form. 
Legislators, when acting upon measures which are obnoxious 
to insurance interests, should bear in mind that the com- 
panies are not entirely without redress, and cannot be com- 
pelled to write upon unprofitable classes of risks. 





HE Fourth of July passed off with more than ordinary 
quietness, both in the large cities and in the country. 

In New York there were some four hundred minor accidents, 
necessitating the removal of the injured to the hospitals for 
treatment, and three that were fatal. There were also a num- 
ber of small fires, but none of serious importance, although 
in two instances there were gallant rescues from the burning 
buildings by firemen and police. The strong stand taken by 
underwriters and by the press generally has resulted in re- 
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stricting the sale of fireworks very considerably, especially 
the murderous toy pistol and other explosives of a similar 
nature used mostly in the daytime by small boys. They were 
to be found in some of the shops dealing in fireworks, but 
parents and guardians have become more cautious and do 
not permit their children to use them as promiscuously as 
they did before. The weather was simply charming in the 
East, and the entire country seemed to have pleasant weather, 
so that the Fourth was very greatly enjoyed. It was stated 
that over 300,000 persons visited Coney Island, where they 
enjoyed to the fullest the many recreations provided at that 
popular seaside resort, the character of which has been very 
much improved during the past two years. In fact, it is now 
possible for respectable persons to visit any portion of the 
island without encountering objectionable people or sights. 
Luna Park and Dreamland have, by their cleanly and attrac- 
tive exhibitions, made of Coney Island what nature intended 
it,—a great and attractive seaside resort. In the interior 
picnics were numerous, the masses seeming anxious to get 
away from the hot cities to the cool woods, where their chil- 
dren could romp and they could enjoy an al fresco lunch. 
On the whole, the Fourth of July for 1904 seems to have been 
more appropriately and less harmfully celebrated than in 
many previous years. 





RECENT editorial in The News and Courier of Charles- 

ton, S. C., advocates the formation of a home life 

insurance company, in order to keep within the State the 

money now paid by residents to other State companies for 
premiums. The writer says: 

Outsiders have made piles of money insuring the lives of our 
people—why should they not make something out of the business for 
themselves and keep some of the money at home which is sent to 
pay premiums on their policies. On the Ist of January last, the 
people of South Carolina held insurance amounting to $65,633,414.90. 
Last year “new business’ amounting to $19,840,326.60 was written, 
but just about as much old business was lost, 32,305 policies being 
allowed to lapse for failure to pay premiums. The Comptroller’s 
report shows that the premiums paid for insurance amounted last 
year to $2,334,721.83, and that the losses paid aggregated $905,800.86. 
It would seem that the people of the State pay about twice as much 
annually for life insurance as they get back in the way of policies 
maturing on account of death or endowment. 

This is the old and very stale cry about keeping insurance 
money at home, and every little while some editor urges the 
iormation of local companies to do all the business within 
the State. Sometimes they want life companies, and some- 
times fire insurance companies, but the cry always is “keep 
the money paid for premiums at home.” Why is not this 
advice followed? There are plenty of capitalists in South 
Carolina looking for good, profitable investments, but they 
do not seem to take kindly to the insurance proposition. To 
establish a life insurance company on a self-sustaining basis 
requires a large cash investment, much time, and, above all, 
a technical knowledge of the business that comparatively few 
men possess. It would be interesting to know what “out- 
siders have made piles of money” insuring the lives of resi- 
dents of South Carolina? It is true that this country boasts 
of the largest life companies in the world, whose assets reach 
into fabulous sums, but the ones who have made “piles of 
money” out of them have been the beneficiaries of policy- 
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holders, certainly not the managers of companies. Their 
assets belong to the policyholders, not to the managers, and 
are held in trust for the payment to widows and orphans, the 
beneficiaries of policyholders. If the companies have over 
$65,000,000 of insurance in force in South Carolina, and last 
year received in premiums over $2,000,000 and paid out less 
than $1,000,000 for matured claims, the difference between 
the disbursements and the receipts is set aside to swell the 
sum required to be maintained to meet the hundreds of thou- 
sands of claims as they arise, including the protection guaran- 
teed to the $65,000,000 of insurance held in South Carolina. 
For every policy written a certain sum must, in accordance 
with law, be set aside for its protection, and here is where 
large volumes of assets are required to keep the company 
alive. Ifthe South Carolina policyholders pay in premiums 
twice as much as they get back in payment of claims, they 
should be thankful that they are abundantly protected, and 
that the accumulated assets of the companies is a sure guar- 
antee that every policy will be paid at maturity. When South 
Carolina can organize a company that can do as well by its 
citizens as the “outsiders” do, it will be most heartily wel- 
comed to the insurance field. There are many reasons, how- 
ever, which deter capitalists from venturing upon experi- 
ments of the character indicated. 





UCH has been written and said regarding fire losses 
occasioned by electric wires, and underwriters have 
employed the best electrical experts and spent large sums of 
money in their efforts to overcome this costly hazard. Its 
destructiveness apparently increases in proportion to the in- 
creased use of electricity for the numerous purposes for 
which it is employed. The quarterly report of the Electrical 
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Bureau of the National Board of Underwriters says that dur- 
ing the quarter there were 135 fires of known electrical ori- 
gin, involving a loss of $420,000, and there were 182 other 
fires believed to have been caused by electricity wherein the 
property loss was $5,280,000. In these suspected cases the 
proof of the origin of the fires was destroyed with the prop- 
erty. While carelessness in installing electrical plants is, 
doubtless, responsible for a majority of electric fires, it is 
also true that electric plants deteriorate with time, and wiring, 
insulation, etc., that would have passed inspection when first 
installed has become dangerous with the lapse of time. This 
is especially true of interior wiring. When first put in place, 
the wires are carefully protected, but as time passes they are 
neglected and exposed to rough treatment until they reach 
a dangerous condition. Warehouses and large commercial 
establishments are especially liable to deterioration in their 
electrical equipment, wires becoming crossed, insulation de- 
stroyed, etc., by the daily rough and tumble to which they 
are exposed. If telephone or telegraph wires come in con- 
tact with trolley wires or others carrying strong currents of 
electricity, there is pretty sure to be trouble somewhere on 
the line. Frequent inspections are the only means of pro- 
viding against such disasters, and such inspections should be 
made at the expense of propertyowners and not of the in- 
surance companies.

{ The bulk of this company’s terminations is by expiry, amounting in the ten years to $155,745,695, 
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important office of the life insurance institutions, and only by 
so doing is the object of the companies attained. Lapses 
and surrendered insurance represent a loss to the policyholder 
in every case, although the business has progressed and 
reached such wonderful proportions presumably for his bene- 
fit. The enormous waste of insurance in force which runs 
off the books in the form of lapsed or surrendered policies 
is a cause for grave concern on the part of the officials of the 
companies and from the viewpoint of the insuring public. 
The problem has been attacked by various methods on the 
part of different companies with a certain amount of success, 
but the tremendous waste from this source abates very 
slightly. The source of the difficulty lies in the methods by 
which the business is placed upon the books of the compa- 
nies, and some of them are successfully curtailing the great 
waste by the elimination of all’ unsatisfactory conditions at 
the time the business is written. 

The accompanying table, showing, as it does, the new busi- 
ness paid for during the years 1894-1903, with the amounts 
terminated by lapse and surrender during the same period 
and the gain in insurance in force, forms a most valuable 
record of the companies contained therein for the past decade. 
The propagation of the life insurance principle, and its popu- 
larity with the public, give no evidence of diminution, the 
paid-for business written for 1894-1903 showing an increase 
of $413,145,098 over the corresponding item for 1893-1902. 
At the same time the lapsed insurance increased but $31,222,- 
111 and the surrenders only $6,318,874, indicating some suc- 
cess on the part of the companies in decreasing the outflow 
from this cause. With the adoption of liberal surrender 
values by nearly all companies, the amount paid for sur- 
rendered insurance is increasing per $1000, the figures being 
$216.37 in the table, against $209.05 for the years 1893-1902. 
Lapsed and surrendered insurance to new issues is reduced 
from 43.79 per cent to 42.18 per cent, while the gain in insur- 
ance in force to new issues increases from 37.98 per cent to 
39.86 per cent. Both these improvements are in the right 
direction, and it is to be hoped that the present showing will 
greatly improve from year to year. Another gain appears in 
the percentage of increase in insurance in force, which dur- 
ing the decade 1893-1902 was 77.37 and in the present table 
‘comes 79.49, indicating that a larger proportion of the 
business written during late years is being retained than 


formerly.

IN AND ABOU. NEW YORK. 

An up-State stock company of the old school: begun its existence 
as a “mutual.” In those days, the business was altogether confined 
to farm and village property, and much ingenuity was displayed by the 
secretary, who was usually the ruling spirit of such institutions, in con- 
structing policy forms in such a way as to ¢>feat the machinations of 
the cunning grenger who might think to try to do up the company with 
an unrighteous claim. It is related that an old farmer in the town of 
Minerva, in Essex county, drove thirty-two miles over a “corduroy” 
road to lodge a claim for a bunch of cattle killed by lightning under 
a shed in his grasslot, where they had taken refuge during a sum- 
mer storm. 

The “loss committee” was called together at the company’s office that 
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evening, and after grave deliberation decided that payment must be re- 
fused, on the ground that the policy read (as it did): “On cattle 
while roaming in the field on the assured’s farm,” and that as this 
particular lot of cattle had injudiciously roamed out of the field and 
in under a frame shed, although located in the said field, no loss had 
accrued under the policy. And the poor old farmer trekked home 
again, cursing the company and its secretary and its loss committee 
with a string of oaths that could be heard clean across the county. 


Edmund Dwight, manager for the Middle States of the Employers 
Liability Assurance Company of London, sailed for Europe on Satur- 
day last, on the “Lucania.” 

The Franklin of Philadelphia, some years ago, received a letter from 
a prosperous yarn manufacturer in Western North Carolina, re- 
questing a policy upon his mill. As the company then had no agent 
nearer than Richmond, Va., a blank mill survey was mailed to the in- 
tending customer, with instruction to fill in replies to the various 
questions, and return it to Philadelphia. After a long delay the docu- 
ment finally came to hand, duly answered and signed. Opposite ques- 
tion 42—”’How many stoves are used in the mill?”—the applicant had 
written in a bold hand, “None.” Then came question 43—“Do the 
stove-pipes pass through wooden partitions?” Against this the in- 
dignant yarn maker had set down the following reply, evidently writ- 
ten in some heat: “I told you before I had no stoves!” He got a 
policy, all right. 

.Broadway is furnishing a fine line of fire items these days. Chief 
Croker is good for “a new summer suit spoiled” about every second 
morning of the week. 

The Paterson, N. J., Aldermen had the riot act read to them last 
Friday night by the chairman of the local underwriters committee. As 
a result, the city is to purchase two new first-class engines, a new 
truck and 6000 feet of hose. A better supply of water is also promised 
by the Passaic Water Company. 

Hugh Bonner, ex-chief of the New York Fire Department, and 
subsequently in charge of similar duties in Manila, is a delegate from 
the latter city to the Democratic Convention in St. Louis. 

INSPECTOR. 


Although, as stated in some quarters, the aggregate of fire losses in 
the Metropolitan district (the area controlled by the New York Fire 
Insurance Exchange) for the past six months may have equaled the 
total for the entire year of 1903, the indications are that this does not 
apply to the boroughs of Manhattan and Bronx. In point of fact, it 
is commonly reported that, for these two important sections, the losses 
have been even less than last year for the same period. 


It is not expected that there will be much difference in the total of 
net premium receipts, as noted in the next Fire Patrol returns, com- 
pared with the same figures for the first half of 1903. 

George W. Washburn has been admitted as full partner in the firm 
of Edward H. Betts & Co. 

Trade conditions are reported as rather discouraging, on top of 
which comes the strike in the clothing business—said to be of a serious 
character. 

E. G. Snow, Jr., and wife returned last week from a month’s trip to 
Europe. 

The alterations and important changes now in progresss at the 
National Park Bank building, together with the subway contractors at 
Fulton street and Broadway, cause a very considerable congestion as 
to work, material and travel. 

Cold storage lines are now chiefly in evidence at local counters. 

Retail tobacco and cigar trade is reported as having been satisfac- 
tory during the past two months. 

A portion of the second floor of the Liverpool and London and 
Globe building, heretofore occupied by the Lafayette, has been taken 
by the Liverpool and London and Globe for its agency department.

CHICAGO AND THE WEST. 

The closing meeting of the Fire Insurance Club took the form of a 
dinner at the Albion attended by over seventy members on the twen- 
ty-eighth ultimo. The menu and musical numbers were excellent and 
the speeches all in a humorous vein. The regular meetings will be 
resumed in September. 

The Chicago Underwriters Association has decided to discontinue 
the present method of issuing permits and inquries relative to the 
placing of surplus insurance with non-members. If the legislature 
will now follow suit by repealing the surplus line law the insurance 
atmosphere will be a little clearer for the public as well as for the 
agents who do not care to mix up with insurance “green goods.” 


Henry Pohjanen, Nils Juntenen, Antti Riekki, Henry Wuori, Gusta 
Makela, Matti Jaakkola and Jacob Junttanen have organized the 
Houghton, Baraga and Ontonagon Farmers Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company. These gentlemen, being Finns, are confident of getting 
their enterprise in the swim. 

John J. Purcell, former manager of the Sun of London, will still 
keep in touch with active insurance work, having been appointed to 
the important post of State agent for Kentucky and Tennessee for 
the Firemans Fund and Home Fire and Marine insurance companies, 
with headquarters at Louisville. The German of Peoria has terminated 
all its Chicago agencies, save that of Brummel Brothers. De Roode, 
Faulkner & Ettelson have been given an agency of the Security of 
Baltimore. 

It was recently related as an incident of the present Japski war that 
a body of Japanese troops had fired upon their own soldiers by mis- 
take. A similar attack is credited to a well-known Cook county special 
agent who is also a local agent and who solicited and secured the re- 
newal of a preferred risk belonging to an agent under his own juris- 
diction. Curiously enough the agent thus fired upon entertains 
doubts as to the attack having been a mistake. 


The manager of a liability company recently sought to solve a 
brokerage difficulty by issuing two similar policies upon the same risk 
to two competing brokers on the theory of letting the best man win— 
instead of standing by the broker whose renewal it was, and whose 
policy had been issued first. He saved the risk for his company, but 
alienated the first broker besides illustrating to the second broker 
the degree of “renewal loyalty” that may be expected next time. 
Evidently a code of insurance ethics is very much needed in fire and 
casualty, as well as in the life branches of insurance. 


Similarly, there seems to be a growing doubt as to the integrity of 
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some fire offices in their dealings with brokers and exchange offices. 
A prominent office recently solicited and obtained the renewal of a 
policy placed with it by an Exchange office, because the counter man 
“happened to be acquainted with the insured.” Such reasons are not, 
however, ordinarily regarded as sufficiently substantial to justify any 
office in departing from the custom of holding the broker’s expirations 
free from direct solicitation. 


These actual happenings in Chicago are cited to illustrate the 
dangers besetting the introduction of “competitive” measures by the 
Chicago Underwriters Association, ostensibly as against non-members. 
The rules governing such contests can only work out well on the 
assumption of absolute good faith between association agents in meet- 
ing a real competitor, and in the absence of positive confidence many 
members believe it unwise to have any “elastic” rating methods. 


A loss claimant in Topeka had an “amateur” insurance in an inter- 
insurance organization of Chicago which he had bought “cheap.” He 
now finds that the so-called bargain rate is subject to the special 
clause, making the apportionment of the loss depend up the proportion 
the “cheap” rate bears to the maximum rate charged by real insur- 
ance companies. It is an old, old story, but it is still true that cheap 
insurance is cheap all the way through, and is also indicative of its 
holder being a cheap man. 


BOSTON AND VICINITY. 


The paint and varnish manufacturers of Boson have received a let- 
ter of inquiry from a special committee of the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association, asking for certain information covering the 
experience of such manufacturers on the subject of fire insurance. 
The object of this movement is to secure, by concerted action, lower 
fire insurance rates on paint, oil and varnish risks. 


A vigorous effort was made by the Massachusetts State police, with 
the co-operation of the Boston police authorities, to lessen the number 
of casualties and fires by the reckless use of dangerous explosives and 
fireworks July 4, and the night preceding. The sale of potash-dextrine 
tablets was prohibited, as was also that of crackers over six inches in 
length, and fixed ammunition. Bonfires were not allowed, neither was 
the firing of pistols and revolvers. 


Saturday’s baseball game between the nines representing the fire 
insurance offices of George O. Carpenter & Son and Simpson, Ide 
& Co. resulted in a handsome victory for the Carpenter team. 


A special committee of the, Boston Board of Fire Underwriters has 
been instructed to inquire into the conditions that regulate solicitors 
in the city, with the object of devising more adequate rules governing 
them. The present arrangement is proving very unsatisfactory—the 
rules being too elastic and easily evaded. 


Special Agent B. R. Mowry of the Svea has been elected a mem- 
ber of the New England Insurance Exchange, and G. T. Forbush has 
been appointed chairman of the Chicopee (Mass.) committee. 


Capt. G. S. Curtis, a graduate of Cornell University and of the 
Polytechnicum, of Zurich, who resigned his position as hydraulic 
engineer of the Boston Fire Department, will associate himself with 
the “committee of twenty,” of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 


W. P. Page will take charge of the fire insurance agency of the late 
William H. Brewster, as trustee, with power of attorney. 


Life and Casualty Notes. 


President John Cranston of the Boston Life Underwriters Associa- 
tion is sojourning at Dunkirk, N. Y., and Secretary Chase is at his 
summer home, Springfield, Vt. 

The Massachusetts Supreme Court has issued an injunction against 
the Independent Order of Ahawas of New York, restraining the 
concern from doing further business in this State—on the ground that 
to do so would be hazardous to the public. In this State, there are be- 
tween 1500 and 1600 members. 


It is not yet decided whether a receiver for the American Legion 
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of Honor will be appointed or not. The Massachusetts Insurance 
Department has had the order under consideration for some time; 
but probably no application for a receivership will be made until such 
action is requested by the members. 

The United States district court has declined to restrain the issue of 
a call by the grand lodge of Massachusetts, Ancient Order of United 
Workmen, for an assessment to meet July benefits. 





NOTES FRO PHILADELPHIA. 


A prominent underwriter remarked the other day: 

As to loss ratio for the first half of 1904, the Philadelphia field cer- 
tanly outranks all other important centers of the country in favor- 
able results to the companies. We, at least, seem to be doing our 
share, and that-of a few others also, toward placing the companies 
in the same strong position in which they were before the Baltimore 
conflagration. Individual results also bear out the general average, 
many offices reporting ratios between fifteen per cent and twenty-five 
per cent. No better evidence can be had of this remarkable condition 
here than the notice last week of the retirement from the field of 
William R. Royce, an independent adjuster who devoted his servites 
entirely to the insured’s side of the case. Adjusters for the companies 
are likewise idle, but strange as it may sound this is one of the few 
offices in the world for which a company would rather pay its incum- 
bent to be idle than busy. If we can only have another six months 
like the last, companies would be in a position to pay adjusters even 
more for their inactive services. 

The many friends of Charles E. Etting of Etting & Co., leading 
brokers and agents in this city, were glad to see him again at his office 


last week after having undergone a serious operation. 

The Philadelphia Fire Underwriters Association gave notice last 
week of the following changes in the list of signers of the Philadel- 
phia agreement of April, 1897: Added—A. M. Waldron for Palatine 
of London, Stone, Mathews & Co. and W. K. Ridge for Prussiar 
National. Removed—McCall & Co. for Prussian National. 

The sinking fund commissioners of this city, having just about got- 
ten the insurance fund started with the $100,000 realized from the 
cancellation of the perpetual policies carried on city properties, had a 
close call for the depletion of the fund, on Thursday last, when fire 
broke out in the tower of the Girl’s High School, Seventeenth and 
Spring Garden streets. The damage, however, was only about $10,000. 
According to the following story the city certainly played in great 
luck in this particular instance. Although there was some objection, 
the Board of Education recently, at the request of Mayor Weaver, 
turned over for cancellation all the policies on public school properties. 
It is said they were all canceled except one in the Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Company of Germantown, and that covered on the Girls High 
School. None of the loss, therefore, falls on the city. 

At its meeting last week the fire committee of Camden Council de- 
cided it would be unable to carry out its published intention of adding 
two new engine houses to the city’s list of fire companies, because the 
Water Department found itself unable to provide the new water 
mains demanded by the Philadelphia Suburban Underwriters Associa- 
tion. It is possible, however, that one engine company may be 
equipped. 

Notwithstanding-statements that the special high pressure fire pipe 
line service is all that could be desired there is some disposition to 
doubt it. Since the fire at 826 Arch street the possibility of the burst- 
ing of the hose inside for that service has been brought to the atten- 
tion of city officials, and it is likely that the fire department will 
shortly insist that the department of supplies provide a special quality 
of hose to be attached to the plugs of the high-pressure system. This 
Assistant Director Morro said the department would be glad to do if 
the request was made. Assistant Director Colville of the department 
of public safety, however, claims that the hose furnished has so far 
been satisfactory. 

Life and Casualty Notes. 

The annual outing of the home office agents of the Provident Life 
and Trust Company of Philadelphia begins this evening with a dinner 
at the “Wiltshire,” Atlantic City, N. J. The following two days will 
be devoted to business sessions and pleasure trips, and most of those 
in attendance will return on Saturday afternoon or evening.

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Glass in this city, has been appointed manager of the investment bond 
department of the Inter-State Life of Indiana for Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania. 

General Agent Clarence A. Wray of the Home Life has taken new 
quarters at 524 Walnut street. By this change Mr. Wray secures much 
more room, and his old landlord, the Mechanics Insurance Company, 
is likewise benefited because it will now occupy the whole ground 
floor of its building. 

Robert Ross, formerly an assistant in Philadelphia No. 4 district of 
the John Hancock Life, has been placed in charge of the new district 
of the company recently opened at Chester, Pa. 

The Rapid Transit Company of this city does not carry any liability 
insurance, and it is said that it has for several years been able to meet 
all claims and still have a snug sum left as the difference between the 
total amount paid and that which it would have had to pay to carry 
such insurance. The number of accidents reported on its lines in the 
last few months, however, seem to indicate that the past record will 
not be maintained. Several of these have occurred where other lines 
cross the thirteenth and fifteenth division, the one which carries so 
much of the Willow Grove Park traffic. A couple of weeks ago a 
most serious accident occured at the Columbia avenue crossing, and 
on Sunday morning one in which three persons were injured occurred 
at the Callowhill street crossing. Insurance against such accidents is 
a good thing to have, and the Transit Company may begin to realize 
that fact.

Death of Col. W. C. Nelson.. 

A PROMINENT and noted figure has passed out of view. Col. William C. 
Nelson, one of the few survivors of the Southern insurance ‘‘Old Guard,’’ 
died suddenly, at his home in Louisville, on Saturday last. Than Col. 
Nelson there was no more widely known and popular insurance man in 
the entire South. A man of a high degree of education and of an order of 
intelligence and business acumen notable even in these enlightened days, 
he was held in the most affectionate esteem and regard by the entire in- 
surance fraternity. Col. Nelson was a Mississippian, born of Revolution- 
ary ancestry, in Holly Springs; graduated from the University of Missis- 
sippi in 1861, and immediately enlisted in the Confederate army, where he 
rendered distinguished service, and earned the soubriquet of ‘‘Tige Nel- 
son,’’ and by that title he was affectionately known to his insurance 
friends the country over. After the close of the war, Col. Nelson entered 
the insurance business, and rapidly made his way to the front. As local 
agent, special agent, general aduster, and compact manager, he rendered 
highly valuable service to the companies in various important cities of 
the South, and in later years became secretary of the Kentucky and 
Tennessee Board of Fire Underwriters, which position he held at the 
time of his death. He was a man of rugged and sterling qualities, and 
fought for principle, and never knew defeat. His social qualities were of 
a rare order and a highly fascinating character. As a raconteur, Col. 
Nelson was without a peer. He occupied the most exalted position in the 
gift of the Masonic fraternity, being a thirty-third degree Mason of many 
years standing. 

The impressive Masonic funeral ceremonies took place from his old 
home in Nashville, Tenn., last Tuesday, where the body was taken from 
Louisville. The interment was in Mount Olivet Cemetery, Nashville. 





Southern Fire Insurance Notes.

How Commissioner Host Paid Out the Money Collected From 
The Prudential. 

IN the proceedings instituted by Commissioner Host of Wisconsin against 
The Milwaukee Sentinel for libel, the Commissioner was required to 
testify before Court Commissioner Walaeger at Milwaukee relative to his 
examination of the Prudential Insurance Company. Among other things, 
according to The Sentinel, he gave the following list of persons who were 
paid for services in connection with the examination:

Mr. Host stated that he expected to be re-elected Commissioner, and 
had contributed $1000 to the campaign fund. He also testified that he 
had the authority of Attorney-General Sturdevant for charging for ‘‘com- 
pensation” in addition to ‘‘expenses.’’ The law of Wisconsin provides 


that— 


“He (the Commissioner) shall, in person, or by some one to be appointed by 
him for that nurpose, not an officer of, or in any manner interested in, any in- 
surance corporation doing business in this State, except as a policyholder, ex- 
amine into its affairs and condition; and it shall be the duty of the corporation, 
its officers or agents to cause its books to be opened for inspection, and to pay 
all reasonable expense of and compensation for such examination upon the 
certificate and requisition therefor of such Commissioner, which expenses, how- 
ever, shall not exceed $5 per day during the time of the examination and 5 cents 
per mile for traveling by the most direct route in going to and coming from the 
place where such examination took place, but no corporation examined shall 
either directly or indirectly pay by way of gifts, gratuity or otherwise, any other 
or further sum to said Commissioner or examiner for extra services or for the 
purpose of legislation or on any other pretense whatever.” 


The Attorney-General says: 


These words last quoted, providing that no further sum shall be paid by the 
insurance company, are first found in section 3, chapter 214, laws of 1878, and 
the question is whether these words limit the amounts which may be paid by 
the company examined to $5 a day and 5 cents per mile for travel. It will be 
observed that the reasonable expenses for the examination and compensation for 
such examination are not provided for in the statutes, only the reasonable ex- 
penses could be collected and a limit placed upon the expenses. The law would 
Pe that only a reasonable compensation for the work could be collected, and 
I think such is the meaning of the statute. Now it is provided that no further 
sums than those mentioned shall be paid under any pretense or for any purpose. 
It was not thought possible by the legislature to fix the amount of the com- 
pensation, as the Insurance Commissioner is required, or might be required, and 
often is required, as I understand it, to employ an expert actuary, and his com- 
pensation could not be reasonably fixed in advance. The fact that the statute 
specifically provides for the expense and compensation impels me to believe that 
it was not the intention of the legislature to provide merely for the paying of the 
actual expenses of the examination, otherwise the words ‘“‘and compensation” 
are meaningless and have no office to perform in the statutes, and I do not think 
of limitation thereafter found in the statutes can be held to apply only to the ex- 
penses; but the evident meaning is that after the expenses are paid by the com- 
pany and a reasonable compensation, no further sum shall be received for any 
purpose. It cannot be said the words “expense” and “compensation” are 
synonymous terms, and that they are not meant to be used synonymously is 
further evidenced by the fact that they are joined by the conjunction “‘and,” and 
not the disjunctive ‘“‘or.”

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Insurance Necessary to Obtain Credit. 


THE following is a copy of a resolution passed at the annual convention 
of the National Association of Credit Men, held at New York city, June 15, 
1904: 

Resolved, That whenever a member of this association is advised that 
a retail dealer is not insured, such member shall immediately report this 
fact to the national office, which shall thereupon endeavor, by cor- 
respondence or otherwise, to impress upon the dealer referred to the ad- 
vantages of fire insurance, with a view to inducing him to carry such in- 
surance; and be it further 

Resolved, That the board of directors be authorized and instructed to 
adopt the necessary means for carrying out the purposes of this resolu- 
tion. 

Resolved, That the president of the National Association of Credit 
Men be authorized to appoint a special committee of seven, whose duty it 
shall be to consider means whereby merchants may be educated and in- 
fluenced to carry adequate fire insurance, and that this committee be in- 
structed to devise methods whereby united and concerted action on the 
part of the association’s local branches may be obtained; and be it 
further 

Resolved, That this committee shall report to the board of directors, 
and if the report of the committee be approved by the board, the plan 
adopted shall become immediately effective. 





Mutual Life Makes Big Gains.
